Section III.—Conditions to be incorporated in the 
supply contracts.

(a) I he contract is arranged in accordance 
the Loan Agreement between the Govern¬ 
ment of India and the Overseas Economic 
Cooperation Fund of Japan (OECF) dated 
the 18th December, 1986 concerning the 
Yen Credit No. ID-P. 40 (Project Aid) for 
Tcesta Canal Hydroelectric Project. 

(b) Payments to the Supplier shall be made 
through an irrevocable letter of Credit to 
be issued by the Bank of India, Tokyo, 
under the Loan Agreement No. ID-P. 40 
dated 18th December, 1986 between the 
Govrnment of India and the Overseas Eco¬ 
nomic Cooperation Fund oFJapan (OECF).

(<■) In case the supplier h located in Japan, the

Embassy of India, Tokyo and that for this 
purpose he would keep the Embassy of 
India, Tokyo, informed of the delivery

IV (iij) The Ministry of Finance (Department of 
E.A.) will send Notice of conclusion of Contract 
alongwith a copy of the contract of OECF for its 
review. A copy each of the Notice will also be sent 
by Department of E.A. to Embassy of India, Tokyo 
and O/lice of CAA&A alongwith one copy each of 
“Request for issue of L.A.” ancRpholocopy of import, 
licence. 

Section V,—Payment to the Overseas suppliers— 
Letter of Credit Procedure. 

V (i) On receipt of the Notice of Conclusion of 
contract and contract document from the Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs. The 
CAA & A will issue a letter of authorisation as in the 
form attached as Annexure-lII addressed to the Tokyo 
Branch of the Bank of India for opening an irrevo¬ 
cable Letter of Credit as in the form attached at 
Annexurc-lV (tor imports) or Annexure-V (for 
services) in favour of the overseas supplier concerned. 
Copies of the Letter of Authorisation will be endorsed 
to the OECF, the Embassy of India, Tokyo, the im¬ 
porter’s Bank in India, and Japan Section, Department 
of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance. 

V (ii) On receipt of the letter of authority, the

Die importer should make separate arrangements 
(o ascertain the amounts find dates of payments made 
to the supplier. Late or delayed receipt' of shipping 
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etc. document', by t|ie importer. Banker from Bank 
of India, Tokyo will not be acceptable as reason for 
waiver of partial or full amount of the interest due 
on the rupee deposits. 

The exchange rate to be adopted for computing 
the rupee equivalent of ihe yen payments made to the 
overseas suppliers will be the composite rate of ex¬ 
change applicable to the date of payment which will 
be worked out in accordance With the method pres¬ 
cribed in Public Notice No. J09-ITC(PN) |74 dated 
3-8-1974 and 8-lTC(PN) 76 dated 17-M976 or as 
may be notified by Government from time to time 
through Public Notices of the CC1&E or through 
Exchange Control Circulars of the Reserve Bank of 
India. 

Any change in this regard as also in regard to the 
rate of interest will be notified as and when necessary. 
It will be the responsibility of the Indian Bank con¬ 
cerned to ensure that the amount due are correctly 
deposited into Government account before the import 
documents are handed over to the importers. The 
importers should also ensure that the amounts due 
arc correctly deposited into Government account be¬ 
fore taking delivery of the documents from their 
Bankers.

VI (iii) The concerned Bank in India shall also

Note.—Importer’s Bank in India should ensure that 
the rupee deposits are invariably made within 10 days 
of the receipt of the advice of payments and negotiable 
shipping documents fro«i the Bank of India, Tokyo 
and that the CAA&A Ministry of Finance (DBA), 
New Delhi is kept informed ol the fact iriimediatcly 
thereafter. 

VI (iv) The concerned bank in India should also 
endorse the amount of rupee deposits on the exchange 
control copy of the licence and send the requisite “S” 
Form to the Reserve Bank of India, Bombay. 

Section VIII.—Miscellaneous Provisions, 

VIII (i) Reports on utiJisution of the import 
licence.—The importer should send a monthly report, 
after the letter of credit has been opened regarding 
shipments and payments macte there against and 
about the balance left, lo hie Controller of Aid 
Accounts &, Audit, UCO bank building, Parliament 
Street, New Delhi. 

VIII (ii) Notifying Suppliers of Special Condi¬ 
tions.—The licences should apprise the supplier of 
any special provisions in the import licence which 
mdy affect the sppliers in carrying out the transaction. 

VIII (iii) Disputes.—It should be understood that 
the Government of India will not undertake any res¬ 
ponsibility for disputes, if any, that may arise between 
\he licencce and the suppliers. The conditions to be 
lulfillcd by the supplier before payment by the Bank 
of India, Tokyo must be clearly spelt out by the 
importer in Annexure-II under “Terms of Payment”. 
Provisions dealing with settlement of disputes should 
lie included in the conditions of contract. 

VIII (iv) Future Instructions—The licencee shall 
promptly comply with any directions, instructions or 
orders issued by the Government of India from time 
to time regarding any and all matters arising from or 
pertaining to the import licence and for meeting all 
obligations under the Yen Credit Agreement (Project 
Aid) No. 1D-I*. 40 with the Overseas Economic 

Cooperation Fund of Japan (GECF). 

. VIII (v) Breach or violation.—Any breach or 
violation of the conditions set forth in the above 
clauses’ 5 will result in appropriate action under the 
Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 
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lerro, Afars and Issas
